Smaller cities, villages and the 
open country, Mr. Pitkin believes, 
offer better opportunities than big 
cities. He claims, moreover, that a 
man should be a Jack of several 
trades in this day and age. If one 
job fails, you should be able to 
tackle another with passable skill. 
Today many important jobs are 


!“merger jobs” as newspaper report- 


er’ plus skilled photographer, busi- 
ness manager plus a lawyer's train- 
ing, salesman plus a thorough know- 
ledge of your wares on their tech- 
nical sides as gardening, furniture 
making, farm implement making, 
ete. 

There is no magic formula to the 
art of making good. You must make 


every hour count and learn how to 
make your mind and your muscle 
work. Those on their way to success, 
may be distinguished by their capa- 
city to live better on less money 
than their weaker brothren. 

About making friends, Mr, Pitkin 
puts it pat in one sentence: he who 
lies down with dogs gets up with 
fleas. You take on the hue of your 
associates. Make influential friends 
by all means but they won’t get you 
very far if you don’t work. Pitkin 
is thumbs down on any soft going. 
If you want to succeed put yourself 
on a ten or twelve hour day and 
keep it up for years. Just like that! 

You can see that the strenuous 
Mr. Pitkin has all the bounce of the 
late Teddy Roosevelt. Some of his 
advice you will have to take with a 


grain of salt. But whether or not we | 


belong to his chosen Two Million, 
we all need a little mental disci- 
pline now and then. In the old days 
we used to get it by praying and 
fasting. Some continue to get it that 
way and others turn to the new psy- 
chology. At any rate, Mr. Pitkin 
in his new book may give you a 


few suggestions, but it will furnish | 


you with plenty of material for ar- 
gument.
